(AP) — After the moon, the 
•whole solar system.

And Dr. Thomas O. Paine, 
administrator of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration, believes the conquest 
of earth's fellow planets will 
prove to be "reasonably 
straightforward."

SAIGON (AP)— 
The U. S. 
Command charged North Viet­ 
nam today with more than 5, - 
000 violations of the Demili­ 
tarized 
Zone 
between North 
and South Vietnam since the 
bombing halt last Nov. 1. 
The American Command said 
U. S. forces were shelled four 
times Sunday from the buffer 
zone. In one attack eight Ma­ 
rines were killed and 24 wound - 
ed, the largest number of Amer­ 
icans killed by a rocket and 
mortar attack along the north­ 
ern frontier since American 
bombing oí North Vietnam was 
halted 
almost seven months 
ago. 
The Marines were about 400 
yards south of the DMZ when 
their position was hit by five 
mortar rounds. A U. S.spokes­ 
man said the mortars set off 
some of the Marines’ ammun­ 
ition, and this apparently caus­ 
ed some of the casualties. 
Marine artillery 
fired back 
into the DMZ “ silencing the 
mortar 
fire,” 
headquarters 
said, but there was no report 
of any enemy casualties. 
The same Marine position had 
been hit by about 10 mortar 
rounds earlier Sunday and one 
man was wounded. 
“They’re 
trying to increase 
our casualties to get the peo­ 
ple back home up in arms to 
hurry up our withdrawal,” said 
one 
spokesman for the U. S. 
Command. “ It's part of their 
overall strategy.” 
“They’ve 
been stockpiling 
supplies right across the DMZ 
like mad since the bombing 
halt. They've never honored 
the agreement. They’ve used the 
DMZ as a sanctuary and contin­ 
ue to build up fortifications

On 
the other hand, there appears to t*> no good reason why the broad 
subject of what is desirable and what is not desirable cannot 
be discussed. 


It Is brought up now by a letter from a. long-time resident 


of the area, and by several letters in the current Student Letter. 
to»the*Edltor contest. 


We have decided to publish them, the letter from the writer 


of mature years today, the student letters soon. We have another 
letter, submitted March" 25. But since it is unsigned and rather 
lengthy, we are not publishing it. However, we invite the writer 
to submit a signed letter if he wishes. Still another letter sub. 
mitted last March was turned down, and was returned to the 
writer at her own request. 


Henceforth, the Daily News will accept letters of moderate 


length dealing with family life education, but will not publish 
any attacking purported proposals of the school board committee 
studying the subject until the committee itself has announced 
what they are. 


The leuer being published today is offered solely as the opinion 


of the writer—as are all letters to the editor. The Daily News 
has taken no position on what the schools' instruction program 
should be, and is not taking one at this time. We do have complete 
confidence, however, in the ability and high ideals of the school 
boards and the committee they have chosen to help them. Further, 
we see no merit in the argument that there is a Communist 
conspiracy behind the suggestion that the program now being 
followed should be improved, or that the present program is 
Communist inspired.

Nixon has confided to Republi- 
can congressional leaders that 
he would like to begin withdra- 
wing 
American troops from 


Vietnam and replacing them 
with South Vietnamese troops 
this year. But he would like the 
proposal to come from Saigon. 


"It would be better to let the 
idea come from Thieu andKy," 
he said, referring to South Viet- 
nam's president and vice pres- 
ident. 
Meanwhile the Rand Corpora- 


tion and Hudson Institute, two of 
the nation's biggest policy plan- 
ners, have drafted detailed pro- 
jections for an American with- 
drawal. 


The Paris negotiators are dra- 
matically close to a military 
settlement. The big obstacle, 
which may hold up a peace for 
months, will be a political set- 
tlement. The search for a po- 
litical strategy, more than any- 
thing else, is what is bringing 
President Nixon and President 
Thieu to Midway Island for 


their June 8 mid-Pacific meet- 
ing. 
The President denied press 
reports that resistance from 
our South Vietnamese allies had 
precipitated the meeting. Re- 
lations between Washington and 
Saigon are better, he indicated, 
than at any time since the bomb- 
ing halt. 
In fact, he said, the South Viet- 


namese not only are willing to 
discuss a political settlement 
but are secretly studying a 
constitutional amendment which 
would permit Communists to 
vote 
in 
a national election. 


President Thieu would, how- 
ever, also like an amendment to 
extend his presidential term 
from four to seven years. 


Despite the optimistic outlook 


for a Vietnam settlement, Nixon 
repeated to GOP leaders that he 
is prepared for an about-face 
if the peace negotiations break 
down. 


"It is important to note," he 


said sternly, "if we should be 
rebuffed 
we have other op- 


tions." 


HANOI WILL BE SLOW 


Speaking in confidence, he told 
them that he had held up his 
peace proposals almost three 
weeks because of the Commu- 
nist attacks and slielllngs of 
South Vietnamese cities. 


"The 
decision to mak» the 


speech," he said, "was made on 


April 20." 


He didn't want to try for peace 


while South Vietnamese cities 
were under Communist fire. 
It might have made it appear 
that he was reacting to military 
pressure. 
White House national security 
adviser Henry Kissinger boast- 
ed to the GOP leaders that, out- 
side of the Communist bloc, the 
President's proposals had re- 
ceived a favorable response 
everywhere except in Sweden. 
"For the first time," he said, 
"the Japanese leaders support- 
ed the United States position on 
V ietnam. Even In Yugoslavia the 
reaction was moderately good." 
Kissinger warned, however, 
that there will be no Imme- 
diate response from Hanoi. 


"It is going to take the Com- 
munists two or three months 
to revise their strategy," he 
predicted. "Only then can we 
see whether conciliation Is go- 
ing to work."

offer. It takes "a long time" 
for Hanoi to change its policy 
directives, Kissinger added; 
even longer to carry out the 
new directives. He explained 
that Hanoi prepares for weeks 
for military offensive or with- 
drawal, because both men and 
materials have to be infiltrated 
in small units. 
Meanwhile Hanoi can be ex- 


pected to repeat its routine 
demands for unconditional mil- 
itary withdrawal until new deci- 
sions are made.

back pain may be caused by 
birth abnormalities, arthritis, 
bone disease, and circulatory 
disorders. One must not over- 
look psychological causes of 
low back pain. 


Too often, people with low 


back pain become their own 
diagnostician. They buy the 
usual supporting belts, change 
their mattresses to firmer 
ones, and carry their bed 
board with them wherever 
they go. I never did quite un- 
derstand why low back pain 
is ever used as a "social dis- 
tinction" when, in reality, it 
is really so commonplace. All 
of these methods of self-treat- 
ment have some advantage, 
but, in many instances, keep 
the victim from seeking the 
advice of a physician to find 
the exact cause. 


The osteopathic physician is 


trained in the theory that the 
structure of the body and its 
changes are responsible for 
many specific illnesses. Mani- 
pulation is used as a correc- 
tive technique by him. Many 
of these osteopathic doctors 
are highly trained and know 
the value of their specialty 
and also its limitations. This 
concept of knowing acomplish- 
ments and limitations holds 
true for every phase of medi- 
cine. There is one specific 
danger that must be pointed 
out and that is that manipula- 
tion by a chiropractor who 
practices with remarkably lit- 
tle training or knowledge of 
general medicine can delay 
finding out the exact cause 
for low back pain. X-ray stud- 
ies and neurological tests al- 
most always can establish the 
exact reason for back pain and 
the proper form of treatment 
can be started.

But since It is unsigned and rather 
lengthy, we are not publishing it. However, we invite the writer 
to submit a signed letter if he wishes. Still another letter sub­ 
mitted last March was turned down, and was returned to the 
writer at her own request. 
Henceforth, the Daily News will accept letters of moderate 
length dealing with family life education, but will not publish 
any attacking purported proposals of the school board committee 
studying the subject until the committee itself has announced 
what they are. 
The letter being published today Is offered solely as the opinion 
of the writer—as are all letters to the editor. The Daily News 
has taken no position on what the schools' Instruction program 
should be, and Is not taking one at this time. We do have complete 
confidence, however, In the ability and high Ideals of the school 
boards and the committee they have chosen to help them. Further, 
we see no merit In the argument that there Is a Communist 
conspiracy behind the suggestion that the program now being 
followed should be Improved, or that the present program Is 
Communist Inspired. 
If there Is a Communist menace abroad in the land, that should 
be dealt with separately. It must not be permitted to interfere 
with an education program designed for the best interests of 
our youngsters.

DREW PEARSON AND JACK 
ANDERSON 
SAY: NIXON 
TELLS GOP LEADERS THAT 
U. S. TROOPS WILL START 
LEAVING VIETNAM THIS 
SUMMER; ARMY ALREADY 
HAS AUTHORIZED OVER-ALL 
PLANS FOR WITHDRAWAL; 
HANOI EXPECTED TO BE 
SLOW IN REACTING 
WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon has confided to Republi­ 
can congressional leaders that 
he would like to begin withdra­ 
wing American troops from 
Vietnam and replacing them 
with South Vietnamese troops 
this year. But he would like the 
proposal to come from Saigon. 
"It would be better to let the 
idea come from Thieu andKy," 
he said, referring to South Viet­ 
nam’s president and vice pres­ 
ident. 
Meanwhile the Rand Corpora­ 
tion and Hudson Institute, two of 
the nation’s biggest policy plan­ 
ners, have drafted detailed pro­ 
jections for an American with­ 
drawal. 
The Paris negotiators are dra­ 
matically close to a military 
settlement. The big obstacle, 
which may hold up a peace for 
months, will be a political set­ 
tlement. The search for a po­ 
litical strategy, more than any­ 
thing else, is what is bringing 
President Nixon and President 
Thieu to Midway Island for 


their June 8 mid-Pacific meet­ 
ing.The President denied press 
reports that resistance from 
our South Vietnamese allies had 
precipitated the meeting. Re­ 
lations between Washington and 
Saigon are better, he indicated, 
than at any time since the bomb­ 
ing halt. 
In fact, he said, the South Viet­ 
namese not only are willing to 
discuss a political settlement 
but are secretly studying a 
constitutional amendment which 
would permit Communists to 
vote In a national election. 
President Thieu would, how­ 
ever, also like an amendment to 
extend his presidential term 
from four to seven years. 
Despite the optimistic outlook 
for a Vietnam settlement, Nixon 
repeated to GOP leaders that he 
Is prepared for an about-face 
if the peace negotiations break 
down. 
"It Is important to note," he 
said sternly, "if we should be 
rebuffed we have other op­ 
tions." 
HANOI WILL BE SLOW 
Speaking in confidence, he told 
them that he had held up his 
peace proposals almost three 
weeks because of the Commu­ 
nist attacks and shellings of 
South Vietnamese cities. 
"The decision to make the 
speech," he said, "was made on 


April 20." 
He didn’t want to try for peace 
while South Vietnamese cities 
were under Communist fire. 
It might have made it appear 
that he was reacting to military 
pressure. 
White House national security 
adviser Henry Kissinger boast­ 
ed to the GOP leaders that, out­ 
side of the Communist bloc, the 
President's proposals had re­ 
ceived a favorable response 
everywhere except In Sweden. 
"For the first time," he said, 
"the Japanese leaders support­ 
ed the United States position cm 
V ietnam. E ven in Yugosla via the 
reaction was moderately good." 
Kissinger warned, however, 
that there will be no imme­ 
diate response from Hanoi. 
“It is going to take the Com­ 
munists two or three months 
to revise their strategy," he 
predicted. "Only then can we 
see whether conciliation is go­ 
ing to work." 
Hanoi is hard at work analy­ 
zing and discussing the Nixon 


offer. It takes "a long time" 
for Hanoi to change its policy 
directives, Kissinger added; 
even longer to carry out the 
new directives. He explained 
that Hanoi prepares for weeks 
for military offensive or with­ 
drawal, because both men and 
materials have to be infiltrated 
in small units. 
Meanwhile Hanoi can be ex­ 
pected to repeat its routine 
demands for unconditional mil­ 
itary withdrawal until new deci­ 
sions are made. 
NIXON’S TRUSTEES 
There’s interesting back­ 
ground to some of the trustees 
of the new Richard Nixon Foun­ 
dation which the White House 
announced recently. One of the 
trustees is Donald Kendall, 
president of PepsiCo in New 
York City. 
Kendall has just written a let­ 
ter to various fat cats on the 
stationery of his firm at 500 
Park Avenue, soliciting funds 
for BIPAC.

Some $18 million was paid in 
awards to patients in 1968, ac­ 
cording to Bernard D. Hirsh, 
general counsel of the A meric an 
Medical Association. Legal fees 
added to the costs. 
William 
F. 
Martin, a New 
York lawyer, said in a paper 
recently before the National 
Medicolegal Symposium in Las 
Vegas: 
"Spokesman both for 
the medical profession and the 
Insurance Industry agree that 
the higher rates are caused by 
the increased number of of mal­ 
practice 
suits being filed by 
disgruntled patients 
and the 


larger settlements being made 
both in and out of court." 
The Insurance Information In­ 
stitute in New York says pre­ 
miums on malpractice insur­ 
ance are up 47 per cent over a 
year ago. 
The institute, in a recent an­ 
nouncement of rate revisions, 
stated that from 1959 through 
1963, insurance companies paid 
$140 for every $100 received in 
premiums from physicians. For 
surgeons it was $151 tor every 
$100. 
Rates for hospital maintain­ 
ing liability insurance likewise 
are rising. 
There are other patient costs, 
too, engendered by extra-cau­ 
tious -and perhaps unnecessary 
—tests, a committee of the A MA 
trustees reported. 
There are no recent statistics 
to show whether there has been 
an increase in malpractice suits 
filed, but many doctors, lawyers 
and insurance men say there 
has been. 
Martin cited these cases as 
examples of the trend toward 
higher awards: 
A woman in Florida received 
$1.5 million verdict in an anes­ 
thesia mishap; $1.4 million toa 
California man similarly in­ 


jured, and $1.25 million to a 
New Mexico boy whose scalp 
was severely burned in treat­ 
ment tor ringworm. 
Some physicians pay $12,000 
to $15,000 a year for maximum 
coverage, an AMA official said. 
Minimum coverage might cost 
$400 to $600 for protection 
against claims of up to $5,000. 
Many hospitals might Insist that 
doctors 
with 
staff prlvilges 
carry at least $100,000 in in­ 
surance and often more.

It really 
doesn't m atter." 
" It's just hard for them to get 
it through their heads that we 
are just two human beings try» 
ing to make a living in the 
same game," Wilson said. 
" I know before there's been 
white and colored ballplayers 
who wanted to live together but 
the establishment was against 
it. But this hasn't been true in 
our case." 
"My roomie and I are com­ 
patable as anybody can be," 


said Wilson, who pitched a no­ 
hitter 
earlier 
this 
season 
against Cincinnati. 
"And we're good for each otlto 
e r," he said. "When I'm sup­ 
posed to pitch, my roomie will 
say, 'You've got to get your 
sleep. You can't do this and you 
can't do that. Remember, you 
pitch tomorrow.»" 
Blefary, a former Baltimore 
player, agreed with Wilson. 
"I was new to this league," 
Blefary said, "and he gave me 
a lot of heip." 
"There is too much hatred, 
war and static in this world," 
Blefary said. "Why not live in 
harmony?"

Although allied 
intelligence 
officers 
say North Vietnam 
has placed nearly 40,000 troops 
and tons of supplies along the 
northern rim of the DMZ, a 
U. S. spokesman said today he 
had no reports indicating en­ 
emy plans for a massive drive 
through the DMZ. 
He said the number of inci­ 
dents of military activity in the 
zone per week is “ pretty con­ 
stant." But he said that since 
May 11, when the enemy com­ 
mand suddenly stepped up its 
rocket and mortar attacks a- 
cross South Vietnam, there have 
been 21 such attacks from in­ 
side the DMZ. Only three had
